All these facts have been Imbedded In
the minds of the residents for years, but
the best they could obtaln vp to the
present time were a few extra lamp-
posts, and, occasionnlly, some Improve-
ment In the street paving.

They now reallze that progress cannot
be made without proper transit facilities,
and they iIntend to take the fArat step
In that direction on Thursday night.

The
heavy black lines teprosent the aubway
and eleviated ronds which bind the sec-
tlonn together.
